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THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 


The chiefs of the Departments and Bureaus of the 
War and Navy Departments:-are engaged in preparing 
their annual reports to be submitted to the Secretaries 
of War and the Navy on or before the 1st of October. All 
will exhibit a good showing of work accomplished during 
the year, and it is expected that recommendations will 
be made for the increase both of the military and naval 
strength of the country in line with the progressive pol- 
icy now being followed. Maj. Gen. Miles, on his return 
from abroad, will make a detailed report of his observa- 
tions on the equipment and efficiency of the European 
armies, and it is probable that he will have a number of 
suggestions to offer looking to the betterment of the 
service. He will certainly’ renew his appeal for the in- 
crease of the Army and the adoption of the three-battal- 
ion system, and may recommend certain changes in uni- 
forms and equipments. Brig. Gen. Wilson, Chief of 
Engineers, it is understood, will ask for an appropriation 
equal to that of last year for continuing the work of 
defense. Brig. Gen. Flagler,, Chief of Ordnance, will 
have certain recommendations to make looking to the 
improvement of the facilities for the manufacture of 
small arms and heavy ordnance, but it is not expected 
that any new radical changes will be suggested in the 
types of ordnance now adopted. Paymr. Gen. Stanton is 
understood to favor a return to the system of paying 
the troops by paymasters in person. Secretary Long will 
undoubtedly ask authority from Congress for an increase 
in the force of battleships and torpedo boats. Capt. 
O'Neil, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Ordnance, will, 
it is understood, urge the Secretary to recommend the 
construction of more torpedo boats and the continu- 
ance of the appropriation for the manufacture of guns 
for auxiliary cruisers and for an appropriation for con- 
ducting experiments with high explosives. An elaborate 
résumé of the personnel question with important sug- 
gestions in connection therewith is to be expected from 
Capt. A. S. Crowninshield, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. He will doubtless enlarge on the necessity of 
additional officers and men for the new ships. Engineer- 
in-Chief Melville and Naval Constructor Hichborn will 
ask for an increase in the appropriation for the work 
of their bureaus, as it has been insufficient heretofore. 
Rear Adml. Matthews, Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, will incorporate in his report interesting rec- 
ommendations for the establishment of additional docks. 
The Bunce Board, which is investigating the subject, 
is expected to convene, upon the return of Asst. Naval 
Constructor R. B. Dashiell, from Europe, where he is 
now inspecting foreign docks. 
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PICTURES OF THE TURKISH ARMY. 


In his “Pictures of the Turkish Army,” in the “Mili- 
tar Wochenblatt,” General Von der Goltz tells us that 
the constitution of the corps of officers of the Turkish 
Army is so dissimilar in principle to that of a European 
Army, such as the German, that comparison is impossi- 
ble. Anything like esprit de corps is quite out of the 
question, as ordinary social intercourse only exists excep- 
tionally among the officers in out-of-the-way provincial 
The dying Byzantium of the Middle Ages so 
poisoned the soil on which it stood that jealousy and dis- 
trust spring up at every corner, and friendly intercourse 
between the officers would give rise to suspicion that they 
werk mspiring together with-some secret aims. Con-

, be confessed that the Turk does not love knowl- 
edge for itself, but rather for its practical fruits in 
helping, him on step by step in any career in which, by 
the aid of some influential personage, he may embark. 

Owing to the difficulties of the Turkish language as 
written the officers depend for their paper work upon 
sworn office writers and secretaries, called kiotibs, who 
play the principal rdle in the councils of high officers. 
The Bash-Kiatib of the Sultan has more influence in af- 
fairs of State than the Grand Vizier. The Kiatib, in the 
bureaucratic system, is better acquainted than anybody 
else with the Imperial iradés, and can in each case soon- 
est discover cng shonts and reefs lurking beneath the 
surface—a fact “which makes him indispensable. But 
his class, by attaching less. importance to things than 

to the forms in which they are expressed, has exercised 
a baneful influence over military matters. 

The Medijliss, or advisory committees, play only too 
important a part also in the conduct of a campaign. 
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Everything of importance is decided by the Medijliss, and 
the actual steps in war are taken by command from Yil- 
diz. During the campaign in Thessaly the telegraph was 
in operation on the very battlefields, and the Commander- 
in-Chief had to conform to the orders transmitted by it. 
But even with their execution he had little to do. The 
chiefs of the different corps and general staff, and 
amongst them naturally the first Kiatib, assembled and 
settled what was to be done. Whatever resolutions were 
come to were, if at all possible, first submitted for the 
Sultan’s sanction, and then made known. 

Under such a system the individuality of the nominal 
commander is almost blotted out, and the leading of an 
army must be looked upon as something altogether differ- 
ent to what it is with us. There have been leaders, and 
amongst them Osman, Ahmed Mukhtar, Fuad, and 
others, whose force of character enabled them to take 
the control into their own hands. But even Suleiman 
Pasha. himself, absorbed in hot telegraphic communica- 
tion with the capital, hardly quitted his tent during the 
fighting in the Shipka Pass, but sent his chief of the staff 
to the battlefield. Leadership of this kind, and the sys- 
tem at headquarters, explain those enigmatic pauses in 
the operations which so puzzled European military crit- 
ics at a distance from the theater of war. 
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The “Army and Navy Gazette” says: There was an 
interesting and not altogether uninstructive controversy 
in the papers the other day as to whether the well-known 
phrase should be spelt “under weigh” or “under way.” 
We are reminded of this by the recurrence of this phrase 
in the letters of some of the correspondents during the 
naval maneuvers, when we noticed that save in one in- 
stance the spelling used was “under weigh.” And yet 
we feel sure that this spelling is entirely incorrect, and 
was introduced by yachtsmen and other amateur sailors 
just in the same way that they have taught us to say 
“on a ship,” and “off a ship,” instead of the more cor- 
rect “in a ship” or “out of a ship.” Some time since we 
were at the trouble to search through a number of old 
naval works in order to discover if possible whether any 
of these, as we shall call them, new-fangled terms, were 
to be found in them. Our researches were without suc- 
cess. It is not until well into this century that we be- 
gin to find writers spelling it “under weigh,’ and much 
later still that the excuse or explanation for its use was 
invented. The terms off and on a ship are still more mod- 
ern and are said to have been brought from the United 
States, where in the same way they speak of “off” a 
street and “on” a street.

A full generation has passed since the first number of 
the “Journal” made its appearance on the 29th of Au- 
gust, 1863. The services have experienced many changes 
and suffered from numerous trying experiences since 
then, but on the whole they have reason to congratulate 
themselves that-things are no worse with them— 
somewhat in the spirit of the colporteur who, when his 
hat was returned to him empty after the collection, 
thanked God because he had gotten it back from such a 
congregation. The understanding of military matters, 
and the appreciation of military are not 
among the strong points of the American character, yet 
we think that on the whole things are improving, and 
that the time is not distant when the Army and the 
Navy will receive greater consideration from our legis- 
lators whose action is controlled by public opinion. 
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The Brooklyn “Eagle” says: “In granting liberty and 
temperate pleasures to the men the War Department has 
raised the grade of the Army and lessened discontent. 
Every important post now has its school, reading room, 
billiard table, baseball club and football club, as well as 
its cheap beer and pipes, and as these solaces increase 
the desertions diminish. It is of no use to preach against 
beer to soldiers. If they do not want it they need not 
drink it; but if they do want it they are sure to have 
it, and are entitled to it. In establishing a canteen in 
the Newport barracks Mr. Roosevelt is going to create 
the same content that is beginning to show itself in the 
Army posts. A few concessions to human nature do 
not interfere with discipline, but make it easier to en- 
force during working hours. You cannot make some of 
the detractors of the canteen believe it, but the fact is 
there.”

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“Figaro” is disturbed because France is deprived of 
the advantages Germany and Russia possess in the op- 
portunity to’ use ball cartridges in artillery and small 
arms practice. The military authorities in Russia pos- 
sess immense tracts of land, which they held exclusively 
for training their artillery and infantry. In Germany 
the commanders of the different detachments simply 
notify the mayors of the communes that fer five or six 
days it will be dangerous to travel through certain re- 
gions, which are clearly marked on the charts. 

A report of the second parade of the New York De- 
partment of Street Cleaning, May 27, 1897, has been pub- 
lished in pamphlet form, with a number of illustrations, 
among them an excellent likeness of Maj. H. C. Cush- 
ing, U. S. A., assistant superintendent D. S. C., grand 
marshal.

FORT DOUGLAS, UTAH. 
Fort Douglas, Utah, Aug. 28, 1897. 
Fort Douglas is nearly deserted. Last Monday morn- 
ing at 7 o’clock the troops left for their regular summer 
practice march. Fifty men from each company were or- 


dered to proceed, under command of Lieut. Col. BE. H. 
Liscum, to Stawberry Valley, Utah. Strawberry Valley 
is a beautiful large valley situated about seventy miles 
southeast of Salt Lake. It is about three miles broad at 
the head and widens out to twenty miles near the foot of 
the valley. It is about thirty miles long and is a verit- 
able park. The whole valley is covered with a thick 
carpet of grass and down the center runs a beautiful lit- 
tle stream of clear ice cold water, which teems with 
mountain trout. For years this has been the anglers’ 
paradise, but recently the market fishers have nearly 
ruined the fishing. e valley is on the Uintah Indian 
reservation, and, consequently, not under the protection 
of the State game laws. Knowing this, the market fish- 
ers flock to the valley with dynamite, quicklime, seines 
and other apparatus destined for the destruction of the 
trout. They also divert the stream and thus leave the 
fish lying high and dry on the bottom of the stream. 
This matter can only be properly attended to by the 
aaent who alone can prevent this wholesale slaughter of 
fish. 

The valley is perfectly adapted to the uses of the 
troops while encamped there. There is plenty’ of room 
for all military uses, and all the wood, etc., that will be 
required for their use. The place selected for the camp 
is the same which was used by the troops from Bridger, 
Duchesne and Douglas in 1

We cannot continue 
much longer to neglect what has in all history made and 
kept the nations great in wealth, in influence, in power, 
that is, strength upon the sea. The next Congress will 
doubtless take up the question and upon their wisdom 
depends our country’s future.”

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GENERAL SCOTT DESCRIBED. 
With reference to Gen. Winfield Scott, his old aide-de- 


‘camp, Gen. Keyes, from whom we quoted last week, 


tells us further that he never forgot any allusion or 
reference to any deficiency or fault in his person, dress 
or carriage. Colonels Bankhead, Lindsey and Eustis used 
to relate that, when Scott was a young man, he had a 
healthy, active appearance, but owing to his extraordin- 
ary height he looked thin, and only weighed 140 pounds. 
The General himself more than once recalled the impres- 
sion made upon others by his youthful figure. He told 
Keyes that a man who envied him circulated a story 
that before visiting his lady love he would have his coat 
padded and put on false calves! Forty years had not sub- 
dued his wrath, when he exclaimed, “The idea of me 
with false calves!” ; 

General Keyes thus describes the appearance of Gen- 
eral Scott when a little past middle life, but still in the 
perfection of his bodily and mental powers: “He was 
six feet four and a quarter inches tall, erect as an Indian 
Chief, with an eye of wonderful force and expression. 
His features were regular, his nose nearly straight, al- 
though a slight curve added essentially to the air of 
command which is peculiar to the masters of slaves, 
whether they be white or black. His martial bearing 
was enhanced by the memory of past exploits, by con- 
stant adulation, by self content and many feasts. 

“Captain Jock Munro, of the artillery defined him truly 
when he said: ‘The Jinral thinks well of himself, and is 
fond of a compliment, but he is willing now and then to 
give a compliment in exchange. He is not like some 
men we know, who want all the compliments to them- 
selves and never give any.” He mentioned the names of 
two Army officers, which I omit.” 
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OLD IRONSIDES. 

To the Editor of the “Sun.”—Sir: I have this moment 
read your excellent editorial remarks on Old Ironsides in 
the issue of Aug. 20, 1897. It is my purpose in address- 
ing you to suggest that you may agree with me that the 
historic old vessel should be restored as nearly as pos- 
sible in spars, rigging, and armament to her original 
cruising condition and then be stationed at the Naval 
Academy as an ever-present object lesson in patriotism. 

Such was her fate in 1860 with the exception of guns 
and gear, but it can be remembered by those midship- 
men who were first quartered on board in that year that 
they breathed an inspiration which later became a quick- 
ening impulse during the stirring days of 1861 to 1865. 

To illustrate the sentiment which was once attached to 
the old ship in the hearts of the American people, and 
which would harm no one if now existent, I will give 
you an anecdote. A brief time ago, but before the up- 
building of the Navy of steel and high-powered guns, it 
was the lot of the writer to command a small steam 
sloop, and in an American port, conversing with a wide- 
awake Yankee visitor, the subject of a threatened diffi- 
culty with Great Britain arose. To the opposition raised 
by the writer against such a war on account of the weak- 
ness of our naval force, the visitor remarked with much 
surprise, ““‘Why, where is the old Constitution? : 

By all means the ship should return to the Naval 
Academy to become an inspiration to young men.

Chaplain—“Sky-Pilot,” ‘Devil Dodger,” “Fire Escape”; 
the Paymaster—“Pusser” (from the obsolete title 
“Purser”); the Assistant Paymaster, clerks, ete.—‘Ink- 
slingers,” “Quill Drivers’; the Chief Engineer—“The 
Chief”; the Surgeon—“Sawbones,” “Dock,” “Pills”; 
the Gunner—“Wads”; the Boatswain—“Pipes”; the Car- 
enter—“Chips,” “Wood Spoiler.” “Gate Maker”; the 
Master-at-Arms—“Jaundy”’ (? gendarme); Ships’ Corpo- 
rals—“Crushers”; Sailmaker—‘Sails”; Mizzen Topmen— 
““Lambies”; Marines—‘‘Jollies.” The generic term for 
bluejackets themselves is also “flat foot,” or, if an elder- 
ly man, “shell back.”” “Jack Tar’ is a creation of the 
landsman, and is never used in the Nava) Service.

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THE INDIAN FRONTIER WAR. 


The following roughly written notes of the action at 
Maizar, received by the “Pioneer” through a private 
source from Datta Khel, give other details of the heroic 
conduct of both natives and Europeans: 

“The enemy held a nullah in front in great strength; 
and had lined the village walls and a 10-foot high wall 
on the right, the latter with picked marksmen. They also 
held the rising ground and some huts on the left; and a 
tower in the rear. Our troops were rested on the ground 
between. The 1st Sikhs and the Ist P. L. and all the 
officers were under the trees to the left front near the 
nullah, and sixty to seventy yards from the walls on the 
right. VPickets were out at the front and rear, and the 
guns were unlimbered at the right rear ten yards from 
the 10-foot wall. The mules were unsaddled. 

“At the set-off Captain Browne and Lieutenant Hig- 
ginson were hit by the first volley, and Colonel Bunny 
was struck shortly after while talking to Mr. Gee. Cap- 
tain Browne and Lieutenant Cruickshank doubled to the 
guns, and Captain Browne was hit immediately by a 
marksman on the wall. The guns opened fire with case 
shot on the nullah. Lieutenant Cruickshank was hit by 
a marksman on the wall, but raised himself up on one 
knee and continued directing the fire on the nullah till hit 
a second time and killed. The guns fired reversed shrap- 
nel when the case shot was exhausted, and were com- 
mencing conimon, having exhausted shrapnel, when or- 
ders were received to retire. 

“In limbering up a wheel a mule was shot, but Havil- 
dar Amardin ran back under fire and picked up both 
wheels, 72 pounds each, and started to rejoin the bat- 
tery. He was shot dead, and the wheels were not re- 
covered. Cruickshank’s orderly picked up a gun weigh- 
ing 200 pounds single handed, and carried it to the gun 
mule. The mule was shot dead, so he carried it to the 
relief mule. Then he went back, and brought in Lieu- 
tenant Cruickshank’s body. One N. C. O. of the bat- 
tery was hit by a .450 express bullet. Surgeon Captain 
Cassidy was hit by a man in the tower. The ammuni- 
tion and hospital mules stampeded, so 4,000 rounds of 
M. H. ammunition, the field hospital, and the veterinary 
stores fell into the enemy’s hands. The enemy also cap- 
tured a helio, which they now flash from the top of a 
hill.” 

The Adjutant General of India, in his report on the 
Tochi Valley disaster, describes in graphic language the 
gallantry and devoted example of the British officers 
who, though wounded, continued to direct the with- 
drawal of the force until incapacitated by their injuries; 
the coolness and heroic conduct of the native officers, 
non-commissioned officers and men, the determined stand 
at the garden wall, where those who fell gave their lives 
to cover the withdrawal of their wounded comrades; and 
the admirable discipiine exhibited in the deliberate and 
systematic withdrawal of the force, carried out as it was 
under a heavy fire and under most trying circumstances. 
The fact that the retreat over a distance of three miles 
occupied 3% hours shows how stubbornly the enemy was 
resisted. e fire was directed against the officers, and 
all of the British officers were either killed or wounded. 





RECENT DEATHS. 


Maj. William F. Edgar, U. 8S. A., retired, who died 
at Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 23, of paralysis and other 
complications, was appointed an Assistant Surgeon in 
1849, was promoted Major and Surgeon in 1861, and re- 
tired Aug. 27, 1862, on account of disability incurred in 
the line of duty. The funeral took place Aug. 25. Dur- 
ing the period of his active service Dr. Edgar did much 
frontier duty and we note that in 1854 he was aly: 
from ——— to cold while hunting for a wounded team- 
ster in December, 1854. 

Capt. Callender Fayssoux, who died in Vicksburg, 
Miss., Aug. 31, enlisted as a boy in the Navy of the re- 
public of Texas, and served in the Texas war of inde- 
saree arty and afterward in the Mexican war. He en- 
isted in the Lopez filibuster expedition in 1850, fought 
in Cuba, was a trusted Lieutenant of Gen. William 
Walker in his filibuster invasion of Nicaragua, com- 
manded a small vessel, the Grenada, in Walker's fleet, 
was present in a number of battles on land and sea in 
the Nicaraguan war, and was promoted to be the head of 
the filibuster navy, and received a special award of $40,- 
000 from Walker for the great service. After the de- 
feat of Walker, Fayssoux surrendered ong vessel to the 
British. 

Last week we briefly announced the death, at Los 
Angeles, Cal., Aug. 10, of Capt. F. B. Taylor, U. 8. 
A., retired. It appears that while riding on an electric 
ear his head dropped upon his breast and he gasped con- 
vulsively; passengers went to his assistance, the car was 
stopped and he was removed to a drug store. Meanwhile 
Dr. J. H. Johnson was summoned, but Capt. Taylor 
had already breathed his last before the doctor arrived. 
Death was caused by heart disease. The deceased officer 
has resided with his wife and four children for a short 
time past at 3211 Key West street, Los Angeles. His 
body was identified by cards and letters in his pockets. 

The funeral of the late Col. Elmer Otis, U. 8. A., took 

need at San Diego, Cal., the interment being at Moun 
iope. The procession from the residence to St. Joseph's 
Church was led by Co. H, Ist U. 8S. Infantry, com- 
manded by Lieut.

He leaves 
to his family, his friends, and the country he loved, 
the treasure of a noble example—a kind husband and 
father, a man of merit and character, a soldier who did 
his duty.”

OLD SOLDIER.—Section 4,878 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, relating to burials in national cemeteries, reads as 
follows: “All soldiers, sailors or marines dying in the 
service of the United States, or dying in a destitute con- 
dition after having been honorably discharged from the 
service, or who served during the late war, either in 
the regular or volunteer forces, may be buried in any 
national cemetery free of cost. The production of the 
honorable discharge of a deceased man shall be suffi- 
cient authority for the superintendent of any cemetery 
to permit the interment. Army nurses honorably dis- 
charged from their service as such may be buried in any 
national cemetery; and if in a destitute condition, free 
of cost. The Secretary of War is authorized to issue 
certificates to those Army nurses entitled to such burial,” 

The above was approved March 3, 1897,

In our issue of Aug. 21, last, page 942, we gave an 
illustration of the Mauser automatic self-loading pistol 
and its working parts, which is on the principle of the 
Maxim gun. Referring to the pistol, the “Engineering 
Magazine” says: “The general arrangement of the arm 
is that of the modern magazine guns, on a smaller scale, 
the principal difference being the sliding breech block 
and firing mechanism, the force of the recoil throwing 
the block back and at the same time compressing a long 
spiral spring, which returns it after the cartridge has 
been fed upward. So long as the trigger is drawn back 
the firing continues, while, if the trigger be released, the 
weapon remains loaded and cocked, sad for action upon 
the next pull of the finger. The cartridges are fastened 
together in charges of ten, which can be very quickly 
loaded into the magazine. The pistol is also made for 
twenty cartridges at a 9 e rapidity of fire is, 
of course, the great point, and, it is stated, eighty shots 
a minute can be successfully fired. No attempt is made 
to cool the barrel, as is done in the Maxim gun, but no 
ill effects appear from this omission. A ten-shot pistol 
of this type was fired 2,200 times as rapidly as \ 
without being cooled or cleaned, and operated perfectly 
without apparent injury, while no appreciable wear upon 
the parts was visible after 10,000 shots.”

JAPAN’S ARMY AND NAVY. 

The army estimates of Japan are, says the British 
Consul at Tokio, in his report on the budget of that 
country for the fiscal year 1897-8, divided into three 
-the ordinary, the extraordinary, and the contin- 
uing expenditure. Under the heading of ordinary the ex- 
penditure is set down at £2,912,937, as against £1,631,- 
265 spent last year, an increase of £1,281,572, an in- 
crease of 78 per cent. The principal items which show 
an increase are pay officers and men, rations, clothing, 
remounts, maneuvers, and medical attendance. ‘The lat- 
ier amounts to three times that required last year, owing, 
no doubt, to the sickness caused in the army by the oc- 
cupation of Formosa. ‘The estimate for the gendarmerie 
is sixfold, this force having been augmented for service 
int Formosa. 

The extraordinary expenditure amounts to £3,008,879, 
as against £1,926,118, or about 56 per cent. over that of 
last year. Of this total a sum of £748,227 is required 
to balance the accounts of the war 1894-95, and a great 
portion of the remainder is to be spent in building forts 
at Nagasaki, Maidzuru, Hakodate, and Tsushima. Be- 
fore the expansion scheme was inaugurated the outlay 
required for the army amounted to about £1,520,000 per 
annum, Now the cost is set down at £2,460,000, an ad- 
vance of over 61 per cent., but this sum will furnish 
Japan with an army of 145,000 men, and a reserve of 
375,000. 

‘The navy estimates are divided in the same manner as 
the Army estimates. The ordinary expenditure of the 
Navy for the year 1897-08 is set down at £981,304, as 
against £783,380 spent last year, an increase of £198,024, 
all of which is absorbed in the maintenance, salaries, etc., 
of the Navy and the Naval Departme nt. The extraor- 
dinary expenditure shows £6,699,412, as against £2,96: 
183, an inerease of£3,736,229, or considerably more than 
double the expenditure of last year. This gives a total 
expenditure for this year of about £7,680,000. Before 
the inauguration of the expansion scheme—that is, in 
1895—the cost of the Navy was set down at about 
£1,370,000. When the programme is completed Japan 
intends to have 65 ships, of 233,000 tons, and 126 tor- 
pedo boats. 

These schemes are divided into two periods—the first 
period programme and the second period programme— 
heginning with April 1, 1896, and terminating March 31, 
1906. The second period programme was omitted in the 
Budget proposals for last year, owing to the uncertainty 
of the payment of the war indemnity.

PROMOTIONS BY BREVET. 


It is expected that the President, soon after his return 
to W achington from his summer outing, will give his at- 
tention to the bestowal of the Army brevets authorized by 
the act of Congress of Feb. 4, 1897. This act provides 
that all officers of the regular Army, active or re 
who served in the volunteer forces during the late war, 
may, at the discretion of the President, receive a brevet 
in the regular Army equal to the highest rank held or 
the highest brevet received in the volunteer forces, and 
be commissioned as of the date of such brevet, provid 
they have not already received a brevet of equal or hi > 
er grade in the regular Army. The provisions of t 
act permit the bestowal of brevets upon 68 officers of the 
active list, and 117 officers of the retired list. In man 
cases the volunteer rank or brevet, which carries wi 
it the equal brevet in the regular Army, is several grades 
higher than the present actual rank on the active or re- 
tired lists of the regular service. This is particularly 
true with regard to vetree officers, as, for instance, in 
the case of 1st Lieut. Geo. S. Greene, retired, who may, 
with the approval of the President, become a_ brevet 
major general. Lieut. Greene was retired Aug. 11, 1894, 
as a Ist Lieutenant, on account of age, but he was 
brevetted Major General of Volunteers, March 13, 1865, 
for faithful and meritorious services during the war. He 
is now in the 95th year of his age. Following is a list 
of the officers who may be benefited by the provisions of 
the act, with the brevet to which the President is au- 
thorized to bestow upon them:

of a few decades ago, when so large a portion of our 
territory was designated on all maps as the Great Amer- 
ican Desert, And above all, the United States is a re- 
public. Herein are the seeds of that European jealousy 
and bitterness which are, plain to all observing eyes and 
which, unless the whole undercurrent of talk in Wash- 
ington is misleading, are to shape the policy of the Ad- 
ministration, Its ends are to be those of peace, and the 
means of securing it a proper readiness for war, 
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The thirty-third annual gathering of the British Na- 
tional Artillery Association at Shoeburyness was unusu- 
ally successful, and the contest for the cups, badges, 
money and other prizes was a lively one. The Queen's 
prize for position artillery went to a detachment of the 
3d Kent, made up wholly of employés of the Woolwich 
Arsenal, and another battery of the same corps came 
next. In one match the target had eight infantry fig- 
ures painted on it, and the competing batteries brought 
to bear four 16-pounder muzzle loading rifles, with 
twenty-five rounds of shrapnel allowed, the target being 
run across the sands for a space of eight minutes. In 
another, each battery fired sixteen rounds in twelve 
minutes at three targets, consisting of thirty kneeling 
infantry dummies in line at one-yard intervals.

According to the “Invalide Russki,” experiments have 
been made in the Russian Army with the view of ascer- 
tuining how far the volume of packages of cloth, linen, 
uniforms, ete., can be reduced by compression, so as to 
facilitate storage and transport. It was found that, 
under pressure from hand presses, a reduction of 25 per 
cent. of the volume was obtained in the case of linen 
packages, nearly 40 per cent. in that of cloth, white made 
up clothing could be compressed to one-half the former 
bulk. <A further saving of 33 per cent. is thus effected 
in the quantity of wrappings necessary. Before any 
further steps are taken, the compressed packages will 
be allowed to remain nine months in store, so that the 
effect of compression on the material may be seen, and 
should this not be unfavorable further experiments will 
be made with the much greater compression to be ob- 
tained by substituting hydraulic power in the place of 
the hand presses. 

The French papers are much excited because the Gov- 
ernment has yielded to a suggestion of disapproval from 
Berlin and refuses to take any part in the inauguration 
of a monument at Sedan to the memory of the French- 
men who fell there in the dark days of 1870.

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The War Department has received the report of Lieut. 
James A. Moss, 25th U. S. Inf., on his recent trip with 
a bicycle corps from Fort Missoula, Mont., to St. Louis, 
Mo., which covered a period of 34 days, and an account 
of which appeared in the “Army and Navy Journal” 
of July 31, page S87, and Aug. 7, page 908. In his offi- 
cial report Lieut. Moss says: “Thirty-four days of ac- 
tual travel, at an average rate of 6.3 miles an hour, were 
necessary to make the trip. We were delayed 4 hours 
and 7 minutes repairing tires, 13 hours repairing bicycles 
and 372 hours and 28 minutes for luncheon and other 
purposes. Except while in the sand hills of Nebraska 
the health of the command was exceedingly good, and 
none of the soldiers was in any way disabled or made 
sore from riding. The trip through the sand hills, how- 
ever, was extremely tiresome and trying and tested our 
powers of endurance to the utmost. About three-fourths 
of the corps were sick from the effects of alkali water. 
The water in Wyoming and South Dakota was also bad. 
In these two States we were sometimes compelled to 
travel as far as thirty miles without getting water fit to 
drink. On several occasions we were caught in rain 
storms between our relief stations, where it was impos- 
sible to buy rations, and were consequently compelled to 
ride miles with little or nothing to eat. On one occasion 
we rode forty-two miles on a cup of weak coffee and a 
small piece of burnt bread. We had a number of break- 
ages due to reckless riding. The greater part of the trip 
was made under the most trying circumstances, through 
mud. water, rain, sand, over mountains, bad roads, ford- 
ing streams, etc., the whole time living on the regulation 
field and travel ration cooked in improvised utensils. The 
trip has been very satisfactory to me, and has, I think, 
fully demonstrated the practicability of the bicycle as a 
means of transit.”’ Lieut. Moss has requested permission

This most 
essential point is entirely ignored by this German author, 
“A more ingenious method of demoralizing the men,

and bringing an attack to 
suggested. Is it to be supposed that in the excitement 
and exaltation of an attack, if the officers and men really 
mean business, successive lines can pass through those 
in front of them; and quietly take up their work (under 
a heavy fire), leaving their friends behind them’? If 
one thing is better established, and more certain than 
another, in connection with an attack, it is that at those 
parts of the line where it is to be pressed home, all the 
troops on that front, as they come up in succession into 
the firing line, must and will, go on together. They 
could not be separated in the uproar and confusion that 
must exist at such a time, and the fierce and savage in- 
stinct that possesses soldiers at such supreme moments 
tells them that to press forward is the right thing, and 
the only safe thing to do.” 

The writer of the article from which we quote dwells 
with special emphasis upon the error of laying too great 
stress on the risks, and the loss of life, that must be in- 
formulate ideal methods 
In teaching soldiers 


curred and endeavoring to 
which shall avoid all such 
that it is necessary to their salvation to disperse (or ex- 
tend, if that term is preferred) under fire, we are doing 
real harm. We are, in fact, teaching them to do what 
the enemy by his fire is trying to make them do. And 
all forms of attack which advocate the dispersion of 
men directly a shot is fired, are ipso facto faulty. In 
so far, then, as our German author's system eventually 
brings the company together again, and from the first 
arranges for a fixed frontage, and reinforcement always 
direct to the front (a very essential point) it is to be 
commended. But the difficulty pointed out of directing 
and controlling fire and movement in the earlier stages 
of an attack conducted in the manner suggested by him, 
seems a fatal bar to the approval of his proposals. The 
writer further says: “The fact is, whichever way this 
problem of the attack is approached, the difficulties at- 
tending its solution appear insuperable. But why? Be- 
cause each writer on the subject starts with the self-im- 
posed condition that a successful attack is to be, and 
ean be, carried out without heavy loss. Now all our 
reading, and experience, tell us that this is impossible. 
No form of attack or defence will render hose engaged 
immune from the enemy’s bullets: but if w. can depend 


losses. 


upon our men enduring now the percentage of loss which 
their forefathers faced without flinching, there is little 
more to be desired. What apparently is not realized by 
many who devote thought and time to this problem of 
the attack is, that the percentage of losses is by no 
means so heavy in modern times, as in the Napoleonic 
era. The legend of St. Privat is responsible for much 
of the error and misconception ‘that exists on this ques- 
tion, but it is notwithstanding a remarkable fact, that 
as improvements in guns and rifles have been effected 
the percentage of casualties has decreased. At Maren- 
go, the killed and wounded were one-fourth of the whole 
forces engaged; at Eylau, Salamanca and Borodino, they 
were one-third; at Zorndorf (1758), they were nearly one- 
half.” 

There can be no doubt, it seems to us, that the ten- 
dency of the methods advocated by so many writers in 
an infantry formation for attack is to encourage timid- 
ity in the ranks when it is true now, as it ahways has 
been and always will be, that it is audacity that wins. 
The question as to what drill regulations we shall finally 
adopt is still an open one and it is well that the ques- 
tions here considered should be discussed in the light 
of reason and experience. 

The deductions of this English writer are confirmed by 
experiences in Germany and Russia where troops are 
practised in artillery and small arms fire with ball car-

upon these the Paris “Figaro” says: 
absolutely conclusive from these results, and the War 
Minister has called attention to them in his criticism 
of the sham fight: Infantry cannot maneuver uncov- 
ered at less than 4,000 metres from artillery, and artil- 
lery, if approached by infantry to within 1,400 metres, 
must retire as rapidly as possible. But it would be a 
mistake to hold to the belief that artillery can command 
the field beyond 4,000 metres, and that infantry can do 
nothing but lie close and fire. The recent inventions, re- 
peating rifles, rapid-firing guns, with their explosive pro- 
jectiles, have not, after all, much modified the respect- 
ive chances of the adversaries and the part of action of 
the different arms. In other words, war, if it should 
break out in a year or in ten years, can never have that 
rigorously scientific character that has of late been at- 
tributed to it. That is good enough for the Kriegspiel, 
which was all the rage among the contemporaries and 
subordinates of Von Moltke, who looked upon every bat- 
tle ground as a vast chessboard where everything known 
beforehand could be mathematically arranged. Yes, ev- 
erything except the Bonaparte whose genius planned the 
campaign of 1796, who created new tactics, new strate- 
gy, and new means of transportation to face the coali- 
tion of 1814. 

“Modern rifles and artillery and armies of more than a 
million men are only factors in war; and the maneuvers 
at Chalons have just proved conclusively that the fire 
of infantry and artillery will not be more deadly in the 
year 19— than it was in 1870 for troops well led and well 
placed. Therefore, it would be absurd to continue to 
attach exclusive importance to the purely scientific part 
of the preparation for war. The conclusien is that, just 
as it was in 1806 and in 1870, the best trained troops 
provided with the best material can amount to little or 
nothing if they are poorly commanded.” 


Another correspondent of our Indian contemporary 
dwells upon some of the deficiencies of the Jubilee cele- 
bration. To him the most significant features of the 
naval review were the vessels that were not present. A 
number of warships, in every way as worthy as those in 
line, were lying idle in dock, because men and officers 
were not available 'to man them. As bearing upon the 
probability of success in a great naval war, the silent 
guns of those absent ships seemed almost more eloquent 
than the thunderous salute of those that were present. 
Then, magnificent as the best English battleships are, 
their defects were brought into almost equal prominence, 
according to this writer. by the superior excellence in 
this or that respect of ships representing foreign powers, 
Our Brooklyn is cited as an example, and the fireproof 
qualities of her woodwork are dwelt upon, the corre- 
spondent saying: “There is not a single ship in our navy 
thus protected from the commonest of all perils in a 
naval engagement. It is true that our ship builders de- 
clare that the preparation employed to make the wood 
of the Brooklyn fireproof, renders it at the same .time 
spongy and soft to stand the wear and tear of a 
campaign: but the Americans at any rate do not think 
so. Another conspicuously absent feature of our men-of- 
war is the electrical machinery for loading the guns. 
With regard to this our constructors appear to shrink 
from the danger of multiplying delicate mechanical ap- 
paratus on board a fighting ship; but the fact remains 
that in an engagement with the Brooklyn, a British ves- 
sel would only be Able to fire one shot to the enemy's 
three, except by going into with ammunition 
ready piled on deck, in which first hit would 
cause an explosion that would not only place the British 
vessel out of action, but blow her out of existente alto- 
vether. Nor was the Brooklyn alone, among foreign 
men-of-war present at Spithead, in some respects a les- 
son and a warning to British naval pride, and besides 
the

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the warships, there was that queer little vessel, 
Turbinia, bustling in and out among the assembled 
craft.” 





We have several times called attention to the valuable 
series of volumes now in course of publication by the 
Superintendent of Naval War Records, entitled “Official 
Records of the Union and Confederate Navies in the 
War of the Rebellion.” The present superintendent is

Prof. Raymond of the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute 
of Troy and O. Chanute, civil engineer, of Chicago have 
completed their technical investigation of the methods 
and management of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
their report is now before Secretary Gage. It is ex- 
pected to result in important changes in the executive 
force, possibly including the choice of a new superintend- 
ent. The present superintendent, it is reported, has just 
completed a work on logarithms which has occupied his 
spare time for thirty years and will be published as part 
of his annual report. The tables include logarithms for 
each second of every angle up to two degrees, and for 
every ten seconds from two degrees to ninety degrees, 
and the logarithms of integral numbers up to 100,000. 
These are carried out to ten places, although the ealeu- 
lation was made to twelve places, the tenth figure being 
determined by the last two. In addition to the tables 
themselves the General has prepared an accompanying 
statement, or explanation, of the theory and use of log- 
arithms, and the entire work comprises 250 printed pages. 
Gen, Duftield has found more than 120 errors in previous 
computations and to these Mr. Schott, chief computer of 
the survey, had added more than 60 other corrections, 
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Admirable maps of the battlefields of Chickamauga 
and Chattanooga have been prepared by the Chickamau- 
ga Commission. With their aid the student of General 
Rosecran’s campaign can follow his movements after he 
reached the country south of Chattanooga, his disposi- 
tion of the forces under command, the efforts of 
Bragg to drive him off, the successive desperate assaults 
that compelled General Thomas to fall back, and the 
skillful manner by which that sturdy commander with- 
drew from a field tactically lost to a position of strategi- 
cal superiority. The map of Chattanooga illustrates the 
mistake made by Sherman in attacking Missionary Ridge 
under the supposition that it was a single hill and thus 
giving Bragg an opportunity to strengthen his right on 
the night of Nov. 24, 1863. The charts will soon be 
completed and will be furnished to those entitled to re 
ceive them, 
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Lieut. Comdr. John M. Hawley, U. S. N., has submit- . 


ted a report to the Navy Department concerning hia 
work in establishing naval rendezvous on the Great 
Lakes. His operations in the Northwest have covered a 


period of several weeks, and enlistment stations have 
been established at Chicago, Milwaukee, Duluth and De- 
troit. Altogether 157 enlistments have been made. The 
men secured are, according to Lieut. Comdr. Hawley’s 
report, intelligent mechanics and have had sea experi 
ence. Navy officers usually find that mechanies picked 
up on the Atlantic know little about the work- 
ings of a ship. The men enlisted at ports on the Great 
Lakes have had experience on board ship at their trades 
as water tenders, oilers, firemen, plumbers, ete., and are 
just the men needed for service on board modern men- 
of-war.

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OUR NAVY AT BAR HARBOR. 


(Correspondence of the Boston Herald.) 

Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 30, 1897.—“The ships,” long 
hoped for and then eagerly watched for, arrived on Tues- 
day morning, and it may be truthfully said that reciproc- 
ity is now firmly established between the Kebo Valley 
Club and the North Atlantic Squadfon. 

By 7 o’clock, a. m., “the ships,’ looking no larger than 
seagulls, could be seen on the horizon, and in every ho- 
tel and cottage breakfast was hurriedly partaken of, 
amid intense excitement, for the next move was to be 
the shore. By 10 o’clock, everybody in town who was 
not steaming or sailing down the bay, was balancing on 
a rock or standing on the shore path, enjoying the scene 
as the white ships came slowly up the beautiful blue bay, 
disappeared one by one behind Bald Porcupine Island, 
then reappeared, falling into position after a vast amount 
of signailing, “wigwagging,” and very pretty maneuver- 
ing back and forth, as they grouped themselves around 
the flagship New York, which now occupies the center 
of the wonderfully beautiful mise @n scene which our 
harbor presents. , 

At once the harbor was alive with the boats of “the 
ships” dancing over the water. It was officially an- 
nounced that visitors would be received each day from 
10 to 4 on board the ships, and trains and steamboats 
have since been running from all the country round 
bringing crowds of people here, so that the hotels are 
this week crowded. ‘The families of many of the officers 
are here, quartered at the hotels, and the town seems 
awake and alive to a degree hard to describe. Stately 
officers and well set up young middies are to be seen 
everywhere, and they do add just the touch to the scene 
that we have hoped for all summer.

Lindall’s band played in the ball room 
for the dancing, and the band of the flagship was sta- 
tioned on the balcony. A handsome luncheon was served, 
and at a large round table were seated Mr. and Mrs. 

The other guests were seated at 
smaller tables placed about the dining room hall and 
verandas.

A Glasgow engineer, Mr. William Kirkaldy, has _ in- 
vented a revolving door for watertight bulkheads, which 
has been fitted on board the steamer Duchess of Devon- 
shire, and has received the approval of the Board of 
Trade. The arrangement consists of a hollow cylindrical 
casing, which is bolted to the water tight bulkhead, one- 
half of the circle being in one compartment, and the other 
half in the compartment adjoining. In the casing are 
two doorways, one at the fore part of the circle, and the 
other at the aft part. Wi@hin the casing, and close fitt- 
ing, is a hollow eylnnder, which easily revolves, having 
one doorway in its circumference of a size corresponding 
to each of the doorways in outer casing. This cylinder 
is suspended by a central bolt overhead, and freely re- 
volves on ball bearings. The distinctive feature of this 


revolving double door is that it is impossible to leave it 
open at any time when passing through the bulkhead, 
one door having to be absolutely closed before the other 
opens,

New Orleans, Charleston, Rochester and 
Albany among the larger cities have none. St. Paul 
leaves its rival far behind, having 9, to 1 for Minneapolis. 
Comparatively few, a little over 4 per cent., report their 
addresses abroad, and of these many doubtless do not 
reside abroad, but are merely traveling. Seven, indeed, 
of the 28 abroad constitute the summer colony at Co- 
bourg, Canada. Considerably over 300 live in the larger 
cities, and most of the remainder in the smaller cities, 
but few in villages or the country.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht Club of New York 
will hold its autumn races for selected classes of yachts, 
viz., schooners, sloops, cutters and yawls on Saturday, 
Sept. 4, off the club house at Oyster Bay. The start 
will be made at 12 o’clock noon. There will be an in- 
formal dance at the club house, on Saturday evening, 
Sept. 11, beginning at 9 o’clock. Members and their 
guests are invited to be present. 

A London correspondent of the New York ‘Times’ 
says: “The British Admiralty appear to have expended 
all their strength on the dramatic poonenrenens at Spit- 
head, and after that proud day to have done their best 
to render the naval service unpopular and ridiculous. 
The much-talked-of maneuvers off the Lrish coast were 
a fiasco from beginning to end, while collisions and 
breakdowns have been the order of the day, ever since. 
Finally we have had the war vessel, Royal Sovereign, 
with its crew in such a state of insubordination that all 
the punishment cells on board the ship were full to over- 
flowing and two sailors have been tried for attempting 
to strike the Captain and Commander of the vessel.” 

The correspondent of the London “Times,” lately with 
the Channel fleet, gives an interesting account of the new 
type of marine glasses invented by Herr Carl Zeiss, of 
Jena, of which the ordinary forms are well known. Their 
peculiarity is that by the use of prisms suitably arranged 
an erect image of the object is obtained without the use 
of a so-called terrestrial eyepiece, with the result that 
the field of vision is exceptionally large for a given diam- 
«ter, and that its illumination is exceptionally good. One 
of the new forms is a binocular telescope, though the 
correspondent has tried a monocular type. We cannot 
describe it fully. Neither object glass nor eyepiece is 
placed in the longitudinal axis of the tube which con- 
nects them. There are two tubes each revolving radially 
round a common hinge at the eyepiece end. The object 
glass is placed not transversely to the axis of the tubes 
but parallel thereto. <A single prism fixed immediately 
behind, within the body of the tube, reflects the ray along 
the axis. and at the other extremity the ray encounters 
a double prism, which, after a double reflection, delivers 
it along the axis of the eyepiece. This axis of the eye- 
piece is thus parallel to that of the object glass, while 
that of the tube which connects them is at right angles 
to both. A great advantage, says the correspondent, is 
that the Zeiss telescope, with its arms brought close 
together beneath the eyepieces, can be held as steadily 
as a field glass, and even much more steadily if the ex- 
tremities of the tubes are rested against the chest. The 
instrument combines the steadiness of a field glass with 
the range and power of an ordinary marine telescope. 
But this is not the only advantage. With the arms 
brought close together above the eyepieces the observer 
can stand comp‘%etely sheltered behind a screen and look 
ever it. Or yhile still standing in shelter behind the 
sereen he car look through one of the eyepieces with 
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the tube which carries the corresponding object sfess 
extended laterally beyond the edge of the screen. rom 
a conning tower, with the object glass placed vertically 
above the eyepiece, observation is unimpeded although 
the observer is completely sheltered. 

A steel floating dry dock for the Spanish Government 
was launched on Aug. 28 at Wallsend, Germany. It is 
to be stationed at Havana, and is large enough to ac- 
commodate the largest battleship of Spain. 

Theresultofa court martial in the British Navy, due to 
a collision on the night of August 10 between the twin- 
screw torpedo boat destroyer Thrasher and the second- 
class twin-screw cruiser Phaeton, is the dismissal of 
Gunner Marsten of the Thrasher from that ship and in 
a reprimand to Captain Kirby and Lieutenant Graham 
for want of care in navigating the vessel. 

All the gunboats of the Anglo-Egyptian expedition, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Cairo, August 29, have passed 
the Fourth Cataract of the Nile. Spies report that the 
enemy have evacuated Berber. 

The schedule for the week ending Sept. 4, 1897, at the 
Naval War College included: “Stability of Ships,”’ Nava) 
Constructor Linnard; “Strategy,” Capt. Mahan; Interna- 
tional Law, The Problem, Strategic Situation. 

The Navy Department has ordered another and a 
shorter trial of the torpedo boat Dupont at Newport. It 
will be a steam trial, under the direction of Chief Engr. 
Chas. R. Roelker of the trial board. The trial will last 
one hour and is intended to settle the question as to the 
efficiency of the condensers to contain the vacuum nec- 
essary to insure the speed of the boat. If the trial is 
unsuccessful the condensers will again be overhauled at 
the contractor’s expense at the New York Navy Yard. 

The bulkheads of the U. S. cruiser Chicago are being 
equipped with a new system of watertight doors. Under 
the new system the doors are opened or closed by hy- 
draulic pressure from a central point, and_ indicators 
show the condition of the doors at all times. If it proves 
a success the Navy Department may introduce it on 
other vessels. 

Secretary Long, shortly after his return to Washing- 
ton, will take up the consideration on the character of 
the motive power to be supplied to the battleships Ili- 
nois, Alabama and Wisconsin, for the operation of their 
turrets, steering gear, winches, ete. It is definitely de- 
cided not to equip the vessels with electricity for this 
purpose. The decision of the Department therefore lies 
between steam, hydraulic and pneumatic systems. En- 
gineer-in-Chief Melville advocates the adoption of steam 
or hydraulics. 

Lieut. W. L. Rodgers, commanding the Foote, tele- 
graphed the Department on Thursday that the injuries 
received by the torpedo boat Foote at Norfolk, Sept. 1, 
are not serious, and consist only in a settling of her 
machinery, which frequently occurs on the first trip of 
a new vessel. As the Foote had not yet had her final 
trial it was thought best to give her a little preliminary 
spin out from Norfolk before sending her to join the tor- 
pedo flotilla. This trial resulted in the settling of her 
machinery and it was found impossible to continue the 
course to Newport. The Foote is now at Norfolk Navy 
Yard, where she will be compelled to remain several 
days undergoing the necessary overhauling of her en- 
gines. It is expected that she will be in a condition to 
proceed to sea about the middle of next week. 

Work has been pushed? this week on the gunboat An- 
napolis at the N. Y. Navy Yard, that she may proceed 
immediately to the Florida coast and relieve the Helena, 
which will be ordered north and placed in condition 
for her cruise in. Asiatic waters. The Wilmington will 
also be relieved in a few weeks by the gunboat Nash- 
ville and will go to New York for repairs, and later will 
proceed to the South Atlantic Station. The Cincinnati 
will not depart for the South Atlantic till Sept. 8.

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TURKISH ARTILLERY. 
From “With the Turkish Army in Thessaly,” by Clive 
Bigham. 





Artillery, which was very numerous, was excellently 
horsed and gunned, but poorly trained. Six cannon, 80 
men and 60 horses was the complement of a battery. The 
guns were 7% centimeters (3-inch) Krupp-Manteli, all in 
first-class condition, cased and clean, the limbers and 
gun carriages of the ordinary pattern. The shell weighed 
twelve and the shrapnel fourteen pounds, fired by time 
or percussion fuses. The men, recruited from all parts 
of the empire, did the manual part of their work well; 
but there was very little technical skill, and a battery 
had rarely more than one trained artillery officer. Three 
batteries of horse artillery armed with nine-pounders 
were attached to the cavalry division. These, however, 
were short of spare horses, so the gunners sat on the 
limbers and carriages; accordingly the speed was not 
very great. There were also three batteries of mountain 
guns on mules; first-class weapons, but the gunners very 
slow. Eighteen howitzers came up to Serfije, but were 
never brought any further, as there was no need for 
them. Taking it all round, the artillery, unlike the cav- 
alry, was very strong arm, but like the cavalry it was 
never made sufficient use of. 
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Concerning Japanese and foreign swords, a writer in 
the “Hochi Shimbun” has this to say: “Among the ac- 
complishments of the Japanese Samurai, fencing had 
made most progress, and the skill developed by the Ja- 
panese swordsmith was such that a blade forged by him 
was far superior to any foreign weapon. For example, 
the slight curve given to the edge was to obviate the 
danger of the sword’s turning at the moment of delivering 
a cut, in which case a blow with the flat resulted. The 
massing of material in the back was to give momentum 
sufficient to cut through a foeman’s bones, and the round- 
ing off of the dorsal edge was to facilitate withdrawal 
from a wound. Further, the fact that the possession of 
a Japanese sword increases the courage of troops was 
proved in the war with China. An opinion has been ad- 
vanced, therefore, that cavalry should be armed with 
Japanese blades, On the other hand, it is contended that, 
fine as are the cutting capacities of a Japanese sword, its 
weight renders it inconvenient for wielding with one 
hand, and to arm a trooper with it would be to incapaci- 
tate him for long action. The swords now in use have 
been proved to work well in practice. There have been 
a few cases of fracture at the hilt, but they were at- 
tributable to unskilful use rather than to defects in the 
weapon, which has been known to cleave a skull without 
the edge’s turning. So the question is not settled.” We 
cannot, for our own part, see why the objection raised 
on the score of weight should have validity. The weight 
could be altered by one forger at will. 
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The “Scientific American” says: “George M. Searle and 
George N. Saegmuller, Washington, D. C., have been 
granted two patents for a range finder for de- 
termining the distance of remote objects, such as 
an enemy's vessel at sea, one which wiil, by a simple 
adjustment, indicate at once, without calculation, the 
distance of a remote object on the scale of the instru- 
ment. It comprises a graduated base line bar having ua 
fixed right angular reflecting surface and also a movable 
one with a pointer traveling on the graduated scale of 
the base line, the two reflecting surfaces being in differ- 
ent planes to throw their images on different portions of 
the object glass of a telescope constructed to bring the 
two images into coincidence. The readings on the scale 
are marked, according to one of the patents, by the ad- 
justment of one of the prisms, the position and form of 
the refracting plate remaining constant, while, accord- 
ing to the other patent, the two prisms are fixed and the 
readings are taken by the radial adjustment of the re- 
fracting or coincidence plate by means of a pointer on a 
cotangent scale.” 

Rear Adml. L. A. Beardslee, U. S. N., who was re- 
cently relieved from the command of the Pacific Station 
by Rear Adml. J. N. Miller, sailed from Honolulu with 
Mrs. Beardslee on the steamer Australia, Aung. 25, for 
the United States, and were given a royal send-off, 
Numerous friends turned out to bid them farewell, many 
of whom brought garlands and wreaths of flowers, and 
in such quantity that Mrs. Beardslee was forced to 
make mounds of them on chairs afid tables.

LOUISIANA NAVAL MILITIA. 

The Ist Naval Battalion, L. S. N. G., has had its an- 
nual practice aboard the U. 8S. S. Montgomery, which 
was detailed by the Navy Department to report at 
Ship Island, off the coast of Mississippi, Aug. 10 to 17. 
After a great deal of preparation and many setbacks, 
owing to the fact that the Adjutant General's office of 
Louisiana was unable to fully equip the battalion with 
the necessary ordnance and quartermaster stores and 
for lack of necessary funds, which funds were solicited 
by some of the officers of the battalion from patriotic 
citizens, the battalion, numbering about 120 officers and 
men finally embarked on board three schooners from 
West End, on Lake Pontchartrain, on Sunday, Aug. 8. 

The flagship of the battalion fleet, John L. Kennedy, 
was commanded by Comdr. John S. Walters, and had on 
board as its crew Division A, the Engineer Corps and 
the Drum Corps, Division A being commanded by Lieut. 
H. G. Shaw and Lieut. (J. G.) Louis Meins. The follow- 
ing staff officers were also on board: P. A. Surg. Will- 
iam H. Wood, P. A. Paymr. F. Codman Ford, P, A. 
Engr. R. C. Wilson, and Signal Officer James D. Ross. 
The flagship had some 43 officers and men as her com- 
plement. The schooner Lois, with Divisions B and _D 
on board, was commanded by Lieut. Comdr. Lewis W. 
Bartlett, with Lieuts. Charles K. Luzenberg and Peter 
Butz, and Lient. (J. G.) 8S. St. J. Eshleman, as watch of- 
ficers. Asst. Surg. Floyd Stewart was on_ board this 
schooner to look after’the dead, wounded and sick. The 
crew numbered 45 all told. The third schooner, the 


C. A. Fish, was commanded by Lieut. John W. Bostick, 
with Lieut. (J. G.) R. F. Spangenberg, as watcr officer, 


and had for its crew Division C, numbering about 26 
men. The schooners were well stocked with good, whole- 
some food, and a good quantity of water. Two cooks 
accompanied each ship. 

After embarking the schooners were towed out into the 
lake and cast loose, each coming to anchor. At about 7 
o'clock p. m. signals from the flagship were made to 
hoist sail and proceed to Ship Island. The signal was 
obeyed promptly, and at 7.15 the squadron was under 
way. he officers and men entered into the spirit of 
the cruise, and strict discipline was enforced. Ship rou- 
tine was closely followed. On Monday, Aug. 9, at 2.45 
p. m., the Lois arrived and anchored off Ship Island, and 
found the U. 8S. S. Montgomery there. One hour after- 
ward the Fish cast anchor, closely followed by the 
flagship. Comdr. Walters went aboard the Montgomery 
and reported and arranged for the week’s programme of 
drills, ete. On Monday night the battalion went on 
board the Montgomery, and were exercised in night sig- 
naling and the use of the searchlight. 

On Tuesday, Aug. 10, the drill consisted of single stick 
exercises, general quarters, collisions and fire drills. 
Wednesday was spent in target practice with small 
arms. Very good scores were made, both with the mag- 
azine rifle and pistol. Thursday small arm practice and 
sub-ealiber practice with the secondary battery, both of 
Which the men were very proficient in. On Friday tar- 
get practice with the main and secondary battery, tar- 
cet 1.200 yards, ship and target stationary. The firing 
of the main battery was not as good as the practice done 
last year on board the U. S. S. Raleigh, although sev- 
eral good line shots were made. The secondary battery 
firing was excellent, nearly every shot being a line shot 
or a bull’s-eye. On Saturday, the last day, the battalion 
was taken through the entire ship. Engine and fire 
room, magazine, ete., ete., were visited, and the men 
were given thorough instructions in their uses and work- 
ings. Saturday afternoon the squadron set. sail for 
home, stopping on their way at the coast towns of Bil- 
oxi, Mississippi City and Pass Christian, where they 
were entertained by the local military companies of each 
town. 

On Wednesday morning, Aug. 18, the battalion arrived 
home, after ten days of splendid training and an event- 
ful cruise, which will not soon be forgotten, this cruise 
being in reality the only one the battalion has had, as 
the trip last year to Port Eads was more in the nature 
of an encampment. 

From conversations held with the otticers of the Mont- 
gomery, they were highly pleased with the personnel, or- 
ganization and discipline of the Ist Naval Battalion, 

. S. N. G., and had nothing but words of praise for 
both officers and men. The entire battalion was uni- 
formed according to regulations. Coats were contin- 
ually buttoned, and the absence of gaudy neckties, ete., 
was very noticeable. Both officers and men were atten- 
tive to duty, and showed their great desire to learn, and 
all were apt scholars. On Thursday evening, Aug. 12, 
the battalion officers were invited on board the Mont- 
gomery by the ward room officers to a smoker, and a 
very enjoyable evening was spent. Several of the Mont- 
gomery officers availed themselves of invitations, and 
went to Biloxi, Miss., with the naval battalion to at- 
tend the ball given them by the Biloxi Artillery com- 
pany. The naval battalion officers all speak in high 
praise of Capt. Converse, of the Montgomery, and his 
officers, and all are thankful to them for their patient 
teaching and kindly attention. 

The Naval Militia of Louisiana have sustained quite a 
loss in the sinking of their steamer John A. Dix, which 
Was at one time a revenue cutter. The steamer was pur- 
chased by the militiamen for $700 and appeared to be* 
sound. Work of repairing and refitting the Dix had gone 
on for some time up to recently. Then it was discov- 
ered that on account of some flaw in the titles the owner- 
ship of the vessel was subject to dispute, and for the time 
being the Naval Battalion not being willing to risk too 
great an expenditure for possible advantages as against 
possible lawsuits, work was suspended. On the evening 
of Aug. 18, just after the Naval Militiamen had returned 
from their annual cruise, it was found the vessel had 
sprunk a leak and was sinking. Comdr. Watters at once

As a company commander for many years, he al- 
ways saaianelendl om organization that was very hard to 
excel. He set a moral example in his company and was 
never harsh nor unjust.

His business 
required him to travel extensively, but he was always 
on hand when duty called and has come from as far as 
the State of Tennessee to drill his battalion in accord- 
ance with orders. His funeral was attended by the com- 
pany (H) he formerly commanded, without arms.

CENTENNIAL, 1876. 
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.A BRITISH TALE OF THE REVOLUTION. 


In a series of articles in the London “Navy and Army 
Illustrated,” Colonel W. W. Knollys describes “the glo- 
rious traditions of the British Army.” In his history of 
the 57th Regiment, he tells this story of its experiences 
during our War of the Revolution. It is interesting, if 
not altogether gratifying to American pride: 

“The 57th Regiment first saw active service during 
the American rebellion. In the course of the war a spon- 
taneous change of uniform took place under the follow- 
ing cireumstances. In 1777, after the battle of Brandy- 
wine, General W ashington, with a view to harassing the 

tritish troops, caused sev eral ambuscades to be arranged. 
One of these bodies, under General Wayne, was caught 
in its own trap. Major General Charles, afterwards 
Earl Grey, gaining intelligence of General Wayne’s po- 
sition, determined to attack him by surprise. General 
Wayne’ s force, it may be mentioned, consisted of 1,500 
men, with four field pieces. Parading the 42d Highland- 
ers, the 44th Regiment, and the 2d Light Battalion— 
which comprised the light company of the 57th Regiment 

after nightfall General Grey gave orders that not a 
shot was to be fired, and only the bayonet used. In pro- 
found silence the brigade moved off, the light battalion, 
with which rode the General himself, leading. Without 
meeting a soul, the British troops ‘glided through the 
darkness till they had reached a spot about a mile from 
General Wayne’s camp. All of a sudden a challenge was 
heard, and the next instant a couple of shots were fired, 
followed by the galloping off of two vedettes. Hasten- 
ing the pace, General Grey, a quarter of a mile further 
on, came on a forge, and ascertained from the blacksmith 
that General Wayne’s camp was only a few hundred 
yards up the road. Compelling the man to act as guide, 
the British force was received after marching a quarter 
of a mile by another challenge, No reply was given, and 
the American picquet poured in a volley and then made 
off through the wood, firing as they went. The time of 
concealment had evidently passed, and the moment for 
rapid action had arrived; so the General shouted ‘Dash 
on, Light Infantry.’ Without at first uttering a sound, 
or firing a shot, though their muskets were loaded, the 
‘Light Bobs’ rushed forward, guided by the fire of the 
hivouae fires, till they reached the camp, when with a 
ringing cheer they charged. The Americans, strange to 
say, had not been alarmed by the shots fired by the 
two first vedettes, and our troops found them _ rush- 
ing about panie stricken and in the wildest confusion. 


hotly pursued by our men till the darkness of the night 
and the thickness of the woods caused the chase to be 
abandoned. The loss of the victors in this ably planned 
and well carried out enterprise was only 20 killed and 
wounded. It was afterwards ascertained that General 
Wayne had intended to surprise the British camp at 1 
a. m., but the tables were thoroughly turned on him, for 
about midnight he was himself attacked and routed. 

“The Americans were furious at this disaster, and 
were so enraged that they vowed that they would give 
no quarter to the light infantry battalion, on whom had 
fallen the brunt of the fighting. Why they should have 
shown this savage spirit it is difficult to understand, for 
the enterprise was a perfectly legitimate operation of war 
and attended by no barbarities. Be that as it may, the 
2d Light Battalion, in order to save from murder other 
light battalions who had taken no part in the enterprise, 
and to show defiance of the enemy’s threats, dyed their 
plumes red, and continued to wear them of that color 
till a few years later all the aot companies in the army

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DRUNK AS A MAJOR. 


In a certain New York regiment that was disbanded 
not many years ago were two field officers—the Lieuten- 
ant Colonel and Major—who, while they really thought a 
great deal of each other, never let an opportunity pass 
to give each other a sly dig. And, as under Upton’s tac- 
tics, each field officer posted the guides or markers in 
successive formations, our two friends invariably insisted 
upon posting the other’s guides, which naturally led to a 
great many hot disputes after the drill was over. While 
the pesting of guides has no bearing on the point of the 
story it is simply cited to show the weak points of two 
otherwise excellent officers. 

One evening at dress parade, while the regiment was in 
State camp, at the conclusion of the ceremony, and while 
the 1st Sergeants were marching their respective com- 
panies off in the old echelon order, and the officers were, 
as usual, grouped in rear of the Colonel, a Lieutenant re- 
marked to his Captain: “See Co. H coming up? They 
march like Majors.” The Major overheard the remark, 
and, turning to the Lieutenant Colonel, who stood near 
by, said: “You hear that, Colonel? Majors are the 
standard by which everything good is measured. You 
never hear any one say they march like Lieutenant Colo-

vaste is still one of the recognized punishments in 
British Military prisons, though the good old days when 
300 to 500 lashes were common have passed, This degrad- 
ing punishment was, moreover, inflicted in profound 
peace for military offenses which nowadays would be 
checked by light imprisonment. Fifty or sixty years 
ago the commander of a man-of-war could flog any man 
under his command without any form of trial. It is 
told of the captain of a British frigate that it was his 
custom to flog the last man in from the yard after reef- 
ing or handling sails; and it happened in a fresh gale 
that the captain of the foretop, the smartest and best 
seaman in the ship, after close reefing the topsail, saw 
that the weather ‘earing was not properly hauled out. 
He was compelled, therefore, to lay out again to com- 
plete his work. Having accomplished it, he threw him. 
self from the yard arm into the sea, preferring to perish 
rather than submit to the ignominious punishment which 
he knew awaited him. It is not surprising that this 
Captain should have ended his days by being shot in bat- 
tle by one of his own men, and that his frigate was so 
badly fought that it fell into the hands of the enemy. 
The punishment of flogging was indeed severest upon 
those who least deserved it. Hardened offenders became 
so used to it as to accept punishment with comparative 
indifference. The author of “The Port Admiral” asserts 
that a seaman named Collins, who had received four 
dezen without a word, turned to the Captain when he 
ordered the master-at-arms to “cast him off,’’ and with 
an indescribable air of drollery said: ““Thank ye, your 
honor, thank ye; I was just a-dozing off to sleep.” He 
had two dozen more, but it did not move his stoicism.

Herbert Gray Torrey, United States Assayer, at No. 30 
Wall street, was arrested at 6 o'clock last evening as he 
stepped from a railroad train at his home, in Stirling, 
N. J., charged with wilfully entering the factory of the 
Magnolia Metal Company, and also with malicious mis- 
chief, larceny and assault. 

Mr. Torrey rather expected his arrest, and had on 
hand his lawyer, Sherrod Depue, a son of Justice Depue, 
of the Supreme Court of New Jersey. The warrants 
had been issued by Justice of the Peace Stilwell, of Mor- 
ristown, and the men upon whom they had been served 
whisked away in a buggy with the constable to find 
Squire Hyer, to be admitted to bail. They were followed 
by a crowd, for the arrests had caused a great stir in 
Stirling. Squire Hyer was at an auction, and the party 
set out to find a Justice in Logansville, four miles away. 
The warrants called for $1,000 bail for each prisoner. 

Mr. Torrey was employed by the Magnolia Company 
for eight years as superintendent of its mill. The com- 
pany makes a metal for the bearings of cars and ma- 
chinery. 

George E. Conkling, counsel for the Magnolia Com- 
pany, told me that Mr. Torrey had sought to divert bus- 
iness from his client’s factory to a mill about to be 
started by Mr. Torrey’s son. 

Mr. Edward C. Miller, vice-president of the company 
said he severed his connection with Mr. Torrey on April 
15 last, because the latter was not managing the mill 
with suflicient economy. Mr. Torrey, however, was al- 
lowed the use of the mill to manufacture railroad 
brasses. The company had obtained a lease of the mill 
from Mr. Torrey. When he entered its employ Torre 
had the lease from the Delaware and Passaic Railroa: » 
and soon after he severed his connection with Mr. Miller 
he served him with a notice to vacate the mill. Mr. Mil- 
ler appealed to the railroad and was sustained in his 
lease. 

“We then ousted Torrey from the mill,” said Mr. Mil- 
ler, “but at 6 o’clock on the night of Aug. 5, his son, J. 
Gray Torrey, and several others, went to our factory 
and assaulted our foreman, Charles F. Hovey, who 
struck Torrey and knocked him down. Each caused 
the other’s arrest for assault and battery, and Squire 
Hyer, of Logansville, before whom the case was tried, 
discharged Hovey and held Torrey to answer to the 
Grand Jury.”
